MOTOR ACCIDENTS 
INCREASE 


Memorial day brought another chapter of Borioua accidents resulllng 


from .th« largo motor traffic induced by tho warm weather. It appears 
that with tho increase, in "the number of motor vehicles, in spite o£.aU 
th$ efforts of Registrar floorhvin, the number of accidents, fftial, 
Rn& 


otherwise keeps on growing. 
Ln?t year motor cars killed 193 cliiMrcn 


and maimed 3000 others .in Massachusetts. 
Two yenrs n»o tho number 


of killed was I S O - n n d the injured, 2300. 
It is a- _foct that while 'tho 


drivers in pinny cases were to blame, in a far.greater number of crises, the 
parents of tho children killrd or injured were wholly responsible. 
When 


parents allow young children lo nm the streets at.will thoy jieed not bo 
sarjoised to hear of their little onca gctiing killed or maimed in street 
accidents. 
Here in Lowell a great many parents' who work in tho mills 


leave children under School ago to run whorover thoy pleaso during work- 
ing hours. 
We fieo them on Enat Jlcrrimack street, on Central street and 


many other thoroughfares in which the. traffic by motor vehicles is con- 
tinuous. 
Tho children romp at will on the sidewalks and frequently run 


across" tho street without a thought of the danger thoy undergo. "Is it 
: any wonder that every few weeks wp hear of such children being struck 


by autos and killed or seriously injured? 
At a safety conference rc- 


' certify held at the stale house, Mrs. James D. Tillinghast of Cambridge 


made an appeal to parents not to let their children play on tho streets. 
She also advised parents not to send small children unaccompanied to 
stores, nor let them play marbles or other games on thc^sidewalks, much 
less on the nuddta of the streets. 
She felt that it would, be belter to pen 


them in the yard or even tn tie them fo the end of a clothes lino BO 
that they uould not get to (he streets, than have them run tho risk of 
being killed at- any moment. It seems thnt appeals of this kind aro thrown 
away upon the parents who arc most culpable in this respect. 
It is, 


therefore, up to fho police to drive small children off tbo streets and to 
impress upon parents the responsibility" nf allowing'littln children to lie 
at large on streets in which them is heavy motor traffic. 


The ilaFKnnhnsetts fin My 
council sends out an appeal for a general 


effort to reduce the number of f.ilnl nccidcnts during tho present sum- 
mer. It calls attention to the fno.t that there wc.ro G6 deathg from acci- 
dents in'this state last June, :md it points out three .wa-ya in whioh.it 
hopes the number mny be reduced this" year, 
Ono of these has reference 


to the common offense of driving across intersecting streets al an 
excessive rate of! speed. 
Tlio law which limits speed in such eases to 


eight mites nn hour whan the view is obstructed, is violated hundreds 
of times daily in every city in tho slate. 
To bo convinced of this, ono 


has only to watch the autos passing along nny street in tho city that 
has many intersections. 
Many of tbo autoists pny little or no bond to 


the cross streets, expecting that the other fellow will do all the watching. 


The safety council appeals to (he police throughout tbo stale to send 


the names of such offenders to legist rar Goodwin who will deal with 
them .in a proper manner. 
Thsit would assuredly loach 
them to bo 


more cautious. 


A second suggest ion is, that playgrounds bo opened as soon as 


possible so as to krcp the children off Iho streets. 
The schools will close 


in a few weeks and then the children will bo at lurgu lo enjoy themselves 
in piny. 
They should have" ample opportunity for 
amusement whcro 


( 
there is no danger and there should bo constant attraction^ to draw them 


> there. 
Tho council furnishes inlorcsting stones which if related to tho 


children, will hold them for a part- of tho time and to that extent keep 
them off tho streets. The third suggestion is, to guard ngainsl tho huxard 
of drowning. 
Hoys should bo taught to swim under safe conditions and 


they should also be instructed in tbo prono pressure method o£ resusci- 
tation. 
As this also applies to certain accidents in gas and olcclriu 


light plants, fhe manager** of these, too, may bo interested in promoting 
this knowledge. 
Hoys who want to go swimming should bo attracted to 


the municipal hath house up the river, mid oven there, they will have 


t to exercise caro lest llfoy get beyond their depth or become- exlmuetcd 


t while swimming so that they may sink hf.foro holp roaches Uicni. 


If all these suggestions und preventive measures worn adopted, wo 


should see a gratifying reduction in the number of accidents, fatal and 
otherwise, during the summer. 
This mm can be accomplished only by 


having each individual do his or her share. Talk alone will accomplish 
nothing unless followed by appropriate- action.

KemoriaJ day brought another chapter of serious accidents resulting 


from the Jarg« motor traffic induced by the wnrra -weather. 
It appears 


that with tho increase in tho number of motor vehicles, in npilo o£ all 
'.this efforts of Registrar Goodwin, Hie number of accidents, faUl and 
'Otherwise, keeps on" growing. 
Last year motor cars killed 103 children 


and maimed 3000 others in Massachusetts. 
Two years ago tho n amber 


offkilled was ISO nnd the injured, 2300. It is a fact that while tho 
drivers in many cases wore fo blame, in a far greater munbcr of cases, tho 


. parents of tlio children killed or injured woro wholly responsible. 
Whoh 


- parents allow young children to run the streets at mil they need not be 


surprised to hoar of their Httlo ones getting killed or maimed in street 
•accidents. Here in Lowell a great many parents who work in tho mills 
leave children under school ago to run whcrovor they |>lcaso during work- 
•ing hours. Wo see them on East Memmack street, on Central street and 
•many other thoroughfares in which the traffic by motor vehicles is con- 
tinuous. 
The children romp at will on tho sidewalks, and frequently run 


across the slrect without- a thought 'of tho danger" they undergo. 
Is it 


any wonder that every few weeks we hear of such children being struck 
by autos and killed or seriously injured? 
At a safety conference re- 


cently held at the stale house, Mrs. Jiimca P. Tillinghast of Cambridge 
made- an appeal (o parents not to let their children play on tho streets. 
She also advised parents not lo send small children unaccompanied to 
•stores, nor Jet them play mnrblos or other games on tho sidewalks, much 
less on the middle of tho streets. She felt that it would be better lo pen 
them in the .yard or even lo lie- them lo the end of a clothes line so 
that t-bey could not get lo the streets, than have them run the risk of 
-being killed at any moment. H seems that appeals of this kind arc thrown 
away upon the parents who arc most culpable in this respect. 
It is, 


. therefore, up lo the police to drive pmaU children oft tho streets and to 


- -impress upon parents the responsibility of" allowing liUlo children to ho 
' at large on streets in which iliero is heavy motor traffic. 


The MnssHClniPcfl.s safely council sends out an appeal for a general 


: effort to reduce Iho number of fafnl accidents during the present suin- 


- mer. 
It calls attention to the fact that there were 00 deaths from acci- 


'. dents in this state last June, and it points out three- ways in which 'it 
: -hopes the number may he reduced this year. 
One of these has reference 


,io "tho common offer]so 
of driving across -intersecting streets ut an 


= • excessive rato of speed. 
The law which limits speed in such cases lo 


- eight miles an hour when the view is obstructed, is violated hundreds 


of times, daily in every' city in tho slate. 
To bo convinced of this, ono 


has only to watch the uulos pabHing along any street in the city that 


- has runny inters cations, 
Mauy of Iho autoisls pay Jittlo or no heed to 


.; the cross streets, expecting thai the olhor fellow will do all tho watching. 


The safety council appeals to the police throughout tho stale lo send 


: the names of such offenders to Ffcgislrur Goodwin who will deal with 


them in a proper manner/ 
That would assuredly teach them to be 


- more cautious. 


A second suggestion is, that playgrounds ho opened as soon as 


possible so as lo keep I he children oiT the streets. 
The schools will close 


. in a few weeks and then the children will bo nt large to enjoy themselves 


-: in play. 
They should have maple opportunity 
for 
amusement where 


. there is no danger and there should he constant attractions lo draw,them 


there. 
The council furnishes interesting stories which if related lo tho 


. children, will hold them for u part of 
I ho lime and to IhaL extent beop 


them off the strccls. Tho third suggestion it<, to ^nard against tho hazard 


- of drowning. 
Boys should be taught to swim under safe conditions and 


they should also be instructed in tho prono pressure methoA o£ rcsuse-i-

As this also applies to cnrtnin accidents in gas and electric 


< light plants, the managers of these, too, may bo interested in promoting 


'_ flu's knowledge. 
Hoys who want lo go swimming should bo-attracted to
